4. Employment in Larger Private Factories, New South Wales* 


In order to provide a prompt indication of the trend of employment in private factories, a survey of employment 
in 710 of the larger private factories in New South Wales is made each month, by joint arrangement between the 
Secretary of the Department of Labour and National Service and the Commonwealth Statistician. Approximately 
half of total factory employment is covered by the collection, the results of which are usually available one month 
earlier than particulars of total factory employment shown in Table 2.

Building is classified as “‘government’’ or ‘‘private’’ according to ownership. 
The value of building approved is, for private building, the value of permits issued by local government 
authorities to build in that part of the State (covering all municipalities and the larger residential areas 
within shires) subject to building control by local authorities; and for government building, the value of 
contracts let or work commenced and day labour projects authorised by governmental authorities. 


Some building in rural areas is excluded.
